When the law goes into effect all opera- 
tors of bus lines must apply to the State 
Public Service Commission for certificates 
of convenience and  necessity.. Probably 
some lines will be denied such certificates, 
If it should appear to the commission, upon 
investigation, that the steam and electric 
roads already provide adequate passenger 
service between two points, it would be 
likely to rule that there is no necessity for 
an additional bus service. Competition 
merely for the sake of 
frowned upon by the commission, since it 
entails waste of labor and capital, and 
wholly unnecessary wear and tear of public 
highways. 

The busses, as cOmmon carriers, also 
must be provided with liability bonds to 
cover personal injuries and property dam- 
age in case of accident. There are various 
other requirements, touching such subjects 
as maximum speed, safety equipment, 
width of beam, and the number of passen- 
gers in proportion to capacity of the ve- 
hicle, 

In providing these regulations there was 
no purpose to put out of business any con- 
cerns that were competent to operate, or 
had a legitimate basis for operation. Nor 
is it likely that hardships will result in 
any important case. The main idea was 
to extend to a new form of transportation 
the type of control that had been applied 
to other and older forms. The welfare of 
the public'was the dominant motive. 


BOOK BOOSTING IN BOSTON.

HE drawings which accompany 
Te article are very representa-

Beauty Specialist: At the risk of 
boring you, I am going to give you 
a short lesson in dermatology so 
that you may understand just what 
th’: large-pore condition is ‘all 
about,’’ as the saying goes. After 
that, I shall prescribe corrective 
measures. 

The pores of ;our skin are not, 
as you possibly think, just a bad 
job on the part of nature in choos- 
ing the material of which you are 
fashioned; they are so many tiny 
exits for the waste matter and 
pc.sons which accumulate in every 
norma) body; they are vital to life: 
and they are essential to skin 
health and ‘loveliness; in fact, the 
proper functioning of the pores and 
the sebaceous or grease glands 
hidden in them is synonymous with 
skin beauty.

as much because of their flavor 

or texture as a desirable acces- 
sory to the dish they adorn be- 
cause they add color. crispness or 
appetite appeal. Well planned 
menus always consider these qual- 
ities of foods, and the variety or 
service of the vegetable selected 
depends upon the ability to gar- 
nish or go well with the meat 
course. 

Roast pork is garnished with 
baked apples, apple rings or apple 
jelly because the fat of the meat 
calls for the tartness of the apples. 

Potatoes browned with the meat 
serve as a garnish for the platter 
of roast Beef andemashed potatoes 
piped through a tube or cups of 
mashed potatoes filled with but- 
tered peas or carrots may act as @ 
garnish for the planked steak, al- 
though their first function is as a 
definite part of the menu. 

Parsley, slices of lemons, French 
fried or shoestring potatoes may 
accompany the chops.

minced parsley, serve both as a 
container and qa garnish for 


creamed dishes. 

Macaroni, rice or mashed pota- 
toes may be arranged with meat 
balls Or sausages in such a manner 
that each adds attractiveness to 
the other. 

Curls of celery, cress or parsley 
are always in order with roast 
fowl, which also need currant jelly 
or gooseberry sauce, 

Lemon, parsley or hard boiled 
@€ggs decorate fish dishes and slices 
of fresh cucumber or tomatoes 
make the salmon worth the eating. 

Whenever olives, radishes, mush- 
rooms, pickles or peppers are used 
as relishes they may be so served 
that they act as garnishes as wel!. 

Even vegetables may be made 
more attractive by a bit of melted 
butter, a dash of paprika or a 
sprinkling of finely chopped pars- 
ley. Slices of hard boiled eggs or 
egg yolks rubbed through a sieve 
are often used with slices of lemon 
to garnish spinach, while grated 
cheese sprinkled over cooked caull- 
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flower or other vegetables pre- 
pared en casserole and set in the 
oven to brown or buttered or 
browned crumbs serve to make 
these dishes more appetizing. 

Chopped nuts, capers, red or 
green peppers, pickles, olives, cut 
fruit of any kind and anything that 
adds color may be used to garnish 
salads if the food used blends well 
with the salad itself. 

Poached egg served on hash, 
spinach or with a sauce makes 
use Of these devices as a garnish 
for the egg, as well as supple- 
menting its value as the main dish 
of the meal. 

Roast chicken, duck or turkey 
may be placed on a bed of fresh 
wateroress or garnished with hearts 
of celery alternating with celery 
tips. Glace sweet potatoes nicely 
browned may also be used to gar- 
nish the platter which carries this 
roast to the table.

YALE-HARVARD 


Three Records Are Shat-| 
tered as Oxford - Cam-|' 
bridge Squad Gains Vic- 
tory in Meet Abroad. 


By the Associated Press. 
STAMFORD BRIDGE, July 9.— 


The combined Oxford-Cambridge 
track and fiel dteam today won the 
international meet from Yale and 
Harvard, winning seven first 
places to five for the Americans. 

Three records for the interna- 
tional college meet between these 
rivals were shattered and a fourth 
equalled when Sabin Carr of Yale, 
the world’s record holder, won the 
pole value with a mark of 13 feet. 

Records tumbled in both hurdle 
events, when G. C. Weighman- 
smith of Cambridge raced over 
the high timbers in 10 1-10 sec- 
onds, after which Lord David 
Burghley, the Cambridge captain, 
won the 220-yard low hurdle con- 
test in 24 7-10 seconds. Charlie 
Pratt of Harvard broke the shot- 
put record with a heave of 44 feet 


5 inches... 
Carr Equals Own Record. 

* Although his vault only equalled 
his own winning mark in the 1925 
meet in the United States, Carr’s 
performance broke the British 
pole vault record of 12 feet, 9 
inches. 

Lord Burghley and J. W. J. 
Rinkel, both of Cambridge, were 
t?. individual sturs of the meet. 
The titled British hurdler, besides 
winning the low hurdles, finished 
second in the high hurdles and 
performed an iron-man stunt by 
running in the half-mile and fin- 
ishing second. Rinkel showed his 
heels to American sprinters by 
capturing both the 220 and 440- 
yard races. 

The British college stars clinched 
the meet when V. P. Brown of Ox- 
ford captured he 880-yard run, 
giving the Englishmen their sev- 
enth victory. 

Their triumph was a distinct sur- 
prise as the Americans had enter- 
ed the meet 2 to 1 favorites. Up- 
Sets in the track events, in which 
the Britons captured 


their chances of victory. 

The Harvard-Yale squad did its 
best work in the field events, tak- 
ing three out of four features, but 
their only victories on the track 
were scored by Al Miller of Har- 
vard in the 100-yard dash and 
“Mac” Smith of Yale in the three- 
mile run. 

The American chances were les- 
sened by an accident. J. F. Schur- 
man, a Yale hurdler, having devel- 
oped water on the knee in conse- 
quence of a fall several days ago. 
An abscess resulted, and Schurman 
was taken to a hospital. F. K. 
Sheldon was named substitute for 
the high hurdles. 

Lord Burghley Defeated. 

The Americans got off to a fly- 
ing start when Al (Truck) Miller, 
200-pound Harvard halfback and 
sprinting ace, captured the 100- 
yard dash from Bayes Norton of 
Oxford, former Yale captain and 
now a Rhodes scholar. 


The British came back to win 
the 120-yard high hurdles which 
was marked by a distinct surprise 
when Lord David Burghley, the 
Cambridge captain and favorite, 
was defeated by his teammate G. 
C. Weightman-Smith, | all-around
